Summary  op  Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals,  and  other  Institutions 

AVAILABLE  TO  THE  DISTRICT. 

For  General  Nursing  a trained  Nurse  is  provided  by  the  Finedon  Nursing  Association, 
which  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions,  and  has  done  excellent  work.  All  cases  except 
infectious  ones  are  dealt  with.  The  County  Council  provides  a Health  Visitor,  who  has 
visited  regularly  throughout  the  year.  The  District  Nurse  is  a Certified  Midwife. 

CLINICS. 

The  County  Council  provides  a Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  Wellingborough,  from  which 
a nurse  periodically  visits  the  houses  of  the  patients.  There  is  also  a Clinic  for  Venereal 
Diseases  provided  at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  is  no  Hospital  of  any  kind  in  the  Town.  Cases  requiring  Hospital  Treatment  are 
sent  chiefly  to  the  Northampton  General  Hospital. 

In  the  event  of  an  Infectious  case  occurring  in  an  unusually  incommodious  house, 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Isolation  Hospital  in  Wellingborough  for  its  admission 
to  that  Institution. 

Tuberculosis  cases  are  admitted  to  Rushden  Sanatorium. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

An  Ambulance  Corps  was  inaugurated  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  and  is  in  efficient 
working  order,  being  provided  with  a Motor  Ambulance. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

Seven  examinations  of  suspected  material  from  the  throat  were  made  this  j’ear,  and  seven 
examinations  of  suspected  material  from  the  lungs.  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  available  free 
of  charge. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  has  been  a good  and  sufficient  supply  from  Finedon  Waterworks.
